Sfflo Gulna asked that her property at 1102 Blanco Street, known as Lot If, Block 1, Outlot U,

Division "Z", DO rosurveyed for the year 19*12 to show a frontage of 51 feet Instead of 6l feet,

occasioned by a change In the property line* The matter was referred to the Tax Department for

Investigation and correction on the assessment rolls for 19̂ 2.
